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Further to the January 1 0, 2006 Amendment under 37 C.F.R. § 1 . 1 1 1 , and the 
January 25, 2006 personal interview, Applicant provides the following supplemental remarks. 

During the personal interview, an issue arose as to the relationship between the error 
amplifying section and the detection section, as claimed in claim 30. This relationship is 
discussed below. 

The claimed detection section and error amplifying section are disclosed as being 
separate elements. Specifically, the claimed detection section corresponds to the power 
detecting circuit 24, and the claimed error amplifying section corresponds to the 
amplifier 231, which compares voltage corresponding to the detection result of the power 
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
